became an actuality. The new body will be known as the “Alberta 
Board of Trade and Agriculture”; articles of association were drawn 
up and officers elected. The signature of the local board was au- 
thorized by the meeting, to be appended to the “Articles of Associa- 


tion submitted. 


To Draft Resolution 

On a unanimous vote the presi- 
dent and secretary were instruct- 
ed to draft a resolution, to be for- 
warded to the Federal Govern- 
ment at Ottawa, requesting that 
the services of a qualified en- 
gineer be secured to determine 


the feasibility of raising the 
water level of Gull Lake’ by 
diverting water from the east 


branch of the Blindman River. 

G. E. DeLong reported on the 
Fish and Game Association meet. 
ing held recently at Bentley, and 
on motion, a committee of- three, 
comprising Earl Scott, G. E. De 
Long and Mayor T. Wilkes, rep- 
resenting the Board, were ap- 
pointed to function with the par- 
ent body. 


Discuss Police Question 


Out of discussion which took 
place, it was deemed a_ vital 
necessity for the proper police 
protection of this area, that a 
R.C.M-P. officer should be sta- 
tioned at Lacombe. A letter to 
this: effect will be forwarded to 
the proper authorities, asking 
consideration of this request. 

The Wednesday half-holiday 
was discussed and the question 
arose as to whether Thursday 
would not be a better day for the 
half-holiday to be observed. Fin- 
ally a committee comprising G. 
T. Jackson, G. E. Todd and W. C. 
Sweet were appointed to contact 
farmers, stock dealers and mer- 
chants, to investigate the matter 
and“report back to the Board 
their findings. 

Providing a rest room in town 
for ladies and children from the 
surrounding country who make 
Lacombe their shopping centre, 
was also discussed, and a com- 
mittee, including J. S. McCor- 
mick, A. M. Campbell, W. N. Mor- 
rison, H. E. Heath and C. D. Wil- 
liamson, was appointed to con- 
fer with the Town Council and 
M.D. of Crown, to check up on 
possibilities of a suitable location 
for this convenience. 

Arrange for Training School 

Appointing a committee to 
make necessary arrangements for 
the Youth Training School, which 
will be held in Lacombe from 
January 4 to 21 inélusive, was 
also dealt with.

Redistribution of Seats 


(From the Viking News) 


UESTURE towards the long-awaited reduc- 

tion in the membership of Alberta’s legisla- 
tive assembly has been made at the current session 
of the House, but the move does not promise much 
hope of a reduction to a number in line with that 
of other western legislatures. 

On motion of Hon. W, A. Fallow, the House 
has set up a committee to take up the work of 
redistributing the electoral constituencies, on the 
basis of population shifts, geographical considera- 
itons and community interests. 

The committee will also inquire into possi- 
bilities of a reduction of the number of ministers 
with portfolios, and the appointment of a number 
of ministers without portfolio to represent ‘major 
agricultural interests and geographical areas. 

Though calling for a “substantial reduction” 
in the membership, the adopted motion limits the 
scope of such reduction to a minimum of 56 and 
a maximum of 63 (the present membership). 

While reduction to the proposed minimum 
would be a step in the right direction, if it could 
be effected against the opposition of existing rid- 
ings, it would still leave the Alberta Legislature 
out of line with other legislatures. 

Saskatchewan, with a population of 939,000 
against Alberta’s 778,000, -has but 52 M.L.A.’s. 
British Columbia, with 771,000, has 48. Manitoba 
with 717,000 has 55. Ontario, with a population 
four times that of Alberta, has 90 M.L.A.’s. 

Thirty-four members, two for each existing 
Federal riding, would be adequate representation.

This is the week when all good Canadians 
with Old Country connections are busy buying 
remembrances to be sent to their own folk, many 
thousands of miles away. The number of parcels 
and cards enroute to Europe is colossal, only 
equalled by those coming from European countries 
to this Canada of ours.. At Christmastime the 
bonds of our respective homelands seem a trifle 
stronger, and we yearn to be “all together” again. 
This is right, and as it should be, for to forget 
one’s childhood surroundings would be to lose a 
vital part of one’s natural make-up, 


This rather cuts two ways, With the British 
settlers, and those of British descent, it all makes 
for a stronger bond, a yearning, parental feeling 
towards our Motherland; a desire to build a great 
Empire within an Empire; a carrying-on of age- 
old traditions, peculiar to Britain and the British; 
a yearly strengthening of our determination to 
keep the British flag flying, untarnished and un- 
afraid before the whole world. 

But, . . . and this is a difficult question to 
raise, as it is a most delicate one. If the proxim- 
ity of Christmas engenders these feelings in the 
breasts of those of British birth, how does it affect 
our fellow Canadians from other lands? Don’t they 
yearn for their own countries too? This question 
is rather important in view of present events. 
Papers ‘of naturalisation are obtained by persons, 
sometimes barely able to speak English, in fact, 
some are not even desirous of trying to learn to 
speak the language .of their adopted country. 
Many “herd” together in one locality, trying to 
rebuild a replica of the country they have left 
behind. At Christmas they’ will congregate, and 
celebrate, in their respective old country styles, 
and talk of their Motherland, and the folks they 
left behind. This is admirable in. some respects, 
and I do not doubt that these people will prob- 
ably become very fine Canadian citizens, giving 
to the people of Canada some of the culture and 
traditions of their respective lands¢ To what ex- 
tent would these good Canadian citizens be able to 
become patriotic British subjects in time of stress? 
This is not a frivolous question, but is asked in 
all seriousness, as it has very vital and far-reach- 
ing possibilities. It is natural enough to be grate- 
ful to the country. which is providing a good liv- 
ing and a pleasant refuge from a turbulent world; 
but would this bond be enough to sever all the 
bonds which tie these new Canadians to their 
original lands, if trouble should come?. Blood is 
thicker than water. This problem takes on a new 
and startling aspect when one reads that philan- 
thropists are advocating the settling of Germany’s 
unwanted Jews in large blocs throughout. the 
world. Sums of money are being raised to buy 
for them vast tracts of land, where it is proposed 
that they should work out their own salvation. It 
seems a dangerous procedure, and one. fraught 
‘with ‘matiy ominous possibilities. It is akin to 
that of the settlers who try to re-create their own 
country in new surroundings; and it is also dan- 
gerous in that it has the beginnings of a future 
“minority problem.” Does this sound staggering? 
Have we not already experienced trouble 
with the Doukhobor settlements in Eastern B.C.? 
There are large settlements of other nationalities 
dotted all over the country, and it is logical to ex- 
pect that these are liable to increase. If a settle- 
ment of 10,000 Jews is brought into one country, 
in no time this number can be doubled or trebled. 
In sparsely populated territories like Canada, 
Australia and East Africa, the voice of thirty 
thousand is a strong voice, and one that has to be 
listened to with respect; and so, within the space 
of a few years many of the members of the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth of Nations may each have 
their own “minority problem.” It is easier, I 
know, to be hindsighted than foresighted. But 
the plight of the poor wretched Jews themselves, 
and the Czechs, should curb our enthusiasm, and 
make us pause and consider very deeply where 
we are heading. We. would not wish to leave 
as a legacy to our children a “minority” question 
of that sort; anyway, we are leaving them prob- 
lems of a like sort which may well become vexa- 
tious and difficult of solution. 


I cannot finish this column without a refer- 
ence to the plight of the Jews, who are now, it is 
proposed, to be used as barter to improve German 
trade, and to liquidate themselves in the process 
of being settled somewhere else by other nations 
at “non-Aryan” expense. The Germans will re- 
tain their blood-money, the Jewish businesses, 
their savings, and their homes. Hitler is the first 
person to prove that one “can eat one’s cake and 
have it.” But, “it is a strange world, my masters”, 
strange that the rest of the world is falling over 
itself to get a kind word from Germany, and lick- 
ing the hand that all decent-minded people must 
despise. 

So, at this season, when peace and goodwill 
abound, we might, perhaps, go a little way to- 
wards solving this problem, if we tried to gather 
into our own circles these new Canadians, and 
not be as insular as the homing instincts of Christ- 
mas tend to make us. Really it all resolves itself 
into a spirit of true co-operation, for, after all, 
we are all human beings, but rather apt to think 
our special “brand” is best. Kindness, tolerance 
and understanding would go a long way towards 
blending these different ideals and customs into 
one harmonious whole.

MORE ABOUT THE 
SCHOOL QUESTION 
Editor, Lacombe Globe : 

Dear Sir—-The epithet “spy” 
hurled at our inspectors of 
schools by “Another Ratepayer” 
in your issue of Dec. 1 seems 
peculiarly inappropriate and a 
poor recompence for years of 
conscientious work. Nowhere 
(with the possible exception of 
the land of our Minister of Edu- 
cation’s ancestors) is the spy so 
cordially disliked as in Alberta. 

The rural municipal convention 
at Calgary Dec. 1 voiced strong 
protests against what it termed 
the autocratic exercise of power 
by the Minister of Education and 
passed a resolution condemning 
in no uncertain terms the creation 
of Larger School Units without 
the consent of the ratepayers. 
Our neighboring provinces ap- 
parently have sufficient acumen 
not to thrust a highly expensive 
experiment on an unwilling elec- 
torate during the worst depres- 
sion in history. 


In the Lac St. Anne School 
Division organized in 1937, teach- 
ers ‘are unpaid and threaten a 
strike, School districts in that 
unit. have had their taxes in- 
creased in some cases from 5 to 
10 mills or 100 per cent. Offici- 
ally the strike is blamed on two 
Municipal Districts. One is 12 
months in arrears with school 
taxes and the other nine months. 
For the 151 M.D.’s in the province 
school taxes average over two 
years in arréars. Individual 
Municipal Districts average from 
nine months to four years in ar- 
rears, yet the rural schools were 
always able to carry on. 

Under the’ new set-up, M.D. of 
Crown’s school tax will be in- 
creased well over 30 per cent, 
with a further fore-taste of taxa- 
tion contained in the School Act, 
Section 248 (C), 4 and 5: 


“It shall be the duty of local 
trustees to raise money by vol- 
untary subscription to provide 
equipment approved by the 
superintendent and not provid- 
ed by the divisional board.” 


Since 1935 Alberta’s taxes have 
annually increased. They are 
now $8,000,000, or 74 per cent 
higher. In 1933 -at the Church 
Hall, Lacombe, a school teacher 
advised us of his monetary theo- 
ries, “true as the gospel.” The 
monetary provisions of the 
B.N.A. Act were to be evaded by 
a non-negotiable certificate. Al- 
bertans were to be the most for- 
tunate people ih the universe. 

Many of us are at a loss how 
that wonderful , certificate has 
disappeared; possibly it has pe- 
come relegated to its sell de 
sphere, a la the Bentley “credit 


, house.” 


What does the future hold for 
Alberta with aristocratic free 
spending officialdom? — unsuc- 
cessful tours of their districts hat 
in hand for local trustees. 

Municipal councils will be 
overworked searching from cel- 
lar to attic the homes of those 
unfortunates applying for relie 
while M.L.A.’s shall complacently 
murmur, “I don’t know.”

The World of Wheat 


By MAJOR H. L. STRANGE 


‘J guess I won’t buy any 
Thatcher, Renown’ or. Apex just 
yet,” said a farmer friend the 
other day. “I'll wait and get 
some of these new varieties 975 
and 1097. I hear they will be 
better.” 


Many farmers in the rust areas 
are thinking this way. 

The Government has announced 
that two new rust-resistant varie- 
ties—No. 975 and No. 1097— 
which have been produced by the 
Rust Research Laboratory, Win- 
nipeg, are now being tested in 
Great Britain for milling and 
baking quality. 

No doubt if either or both of 
these should prove superior to 
the existing rust-resistant sorts 
then they will be named, licensed 
for use, and distributed to far- 
mers. 

There is, however, I under- 
stand, but a relatively small 
quantity of seed available, so 
there could not possibly be more 
than a very few bushels to be 
given to each farmer. 

Under these circumstances, 1 
advised my friend to secure as 
early as possible sufficient of 
the rust-resistant varieties that 
are now available, that is either 
Thatcher, Renown or Apex, and 
to apply to the Department of 
Agriculture at Ottawa for a small 
quantity of the new varieties; 
then to sow the new variety,
